RUBBER POLICIES. 


The Singapore Free Press com- 
ments thus on Sir Cecil Clementi’s 
recent references to the’ rubber 
situation while passing throug! 
Colombo: — : 


It was obviously a judicious step 
for Sir Cecll.Clementi to take to 
meet representatives of the rubber 
industry as he passed through 
Colombo so 28 to give an oppor- 


tunity for explaining the action 
taken by him on behalf of Malaya. 
Ceylon.had a grievance in regard 
to the manner in which the Em- 
pire’s rubber policy was declared, 
and In general public opinion a 
very sound grievance, for it was 
not the happiest thing In manners 
for a very junior portion of the 
Empire to issue a policy which 
materially’ ran counter to opinion 
in a very senior section without 
that section being given even an 
opportunity of considering it. Sir 
Cecil’s action here, which it may 
be hoped was not of his ‘own choos- 
ing, was calculated, as it did, to 
cause a good deal of resentment 
but His.

THE SECRET OF HIS 
POPULARITY. / 


“What was — and still is — the 
secret of the popularity of Nelson, 
of the affection and devotion of the 
people;of his day and ours to him 
and to his memory? asks Boyd 
Cable, (author of British Battles of 
Destiny), in the Trafalgar Day 
Issuo of the Morning Post. 

It ig safe to say it was not his 


1 fame as a successful commander, as 


a gentus of naval strategy and 
tactics, ‘not even his great and 
annihilating victories over hits 
enemies. Other commanders have 
had successes in their way as great 
as, or even greater than, those of 
Nelson, and yet their names call 
little or no thrill of emotion, ad- 
miration, or affection to any but the 
éxperta and historians. a 


So deep was that sense of relief 
and of freedom {rom thé'long night- 
mare of dread, and.so: impressed 
was It on the minds:of tho_nation, 


that Trafalgar never has been, and . 


never will be, forgotter. - 

But Nelson was deeply and wide- 
ly loved before -hid’ victory at 
Trafalgar, It is told that when he 
went to embark before {t his men 
had to make a way by force through 
the press of people, while men, 
women, and children knelt and ask- 
éd his blessing as he passed, and 
watched, with streaming tears, the 
frail, little, one-eyed, one-armed, 
figuro take his place in the boat. 

This adoration came before 
Trafalgar, and was something that 
was a living force apart from his 
warlike qualities and genius to vic- 
tory. It waa something. built up 
from his personal.. character and 
behaviour ‘a3 it was known first to 
his own officers and. men, and. pass- 
ed out from them fo the: nation.

hooked on and opened fires it was 
Nelson again who Jed the way, 
sword in hand, across the deck of 
his prize, up on to tho deck of the 
other ship, and took her alao. 

In those long years from May, 
1808, Nelson was ‘so grimly devoted 
to his task of holding the enemy 
blockaded that from that date until 
“July, 1806, he never. set his foot on 
shore. Every man in his fleet 
knew how bad was his health, how 
weak his body, and how doggedly 
he stuck to his ship and his duty.

est reason for his people’s affection, 
was that he-never-let them down, 
wag always first to admit a Tault, 
to blame himself; and: not his sub- 
ordinates.

CABLES IN CHINA. . 


NEGOTIATIONS 5 WITH FOREIGN 
COMPANIES. 


NEW RADIO. STATION. 
Nanking, Yesterday. 

The Ministry of Communications 
spokesman to-day made a state- 
ment on: the .present situation 
regarding negotiations © between 
the Chinese Government and the 
foreign cable companies, the 
Eastern Extension, Great Northern, 
and Commercial Pacific, whose con- 
tracts with China expire at the end 
of the year. : 

The spokesman said that the 
Ministry had, arranged the early 
completion of a new radio station 
in Shanghai (making it possible 
to have direct communication with 
America and Europe) and had also 
arranged for the payment of 
China's debt of nearly $5,000,000 
to the cable companies. In the 
event of the present negotiations 
breaking down, the Ministry was 
fully prepared to handle all out- 
going and incoming messages. 

The issues now being discussed 
between the Government and the 
companies were: 

Firstly, landing rights; secondly, 
the future Interests of the com- 
panies in China; and lastly, cable 
rates, 

The spokesman said the enble 

companies desired a twenty-year 
extension of their monopoly of 
landing rights, ' but the Chinese 
Government could not agree, 
though it was willing to discuss 
a shorter period. 
- The Chinese Government insists 
that the Chinese Tolegraph .Ad- 
ministration must handle all in- 
coming and outgoing traffic in 
China, to which the companies 
jobject on the ground that the 
Chinese administration would un- 
duly favour the Chinese owned 
radio station; to which the Chinese 
Government has replied that it ap- 
preciated the importance of the 
cables and would protect the com- 
panies’ intereats. 

The spokesman concluded, that 
the Chinese Government is ‘hold- 
ing out for a bigger Increase in 
the proportion of cable revenues

The following ia is another of the 
essays submitted to the Society for 
the .Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals by a Girl Guide (8rd Hong 
Kong Company), who Is 18 years 
of. age: (the punctuation and 
Ai ee have not been alter.

Frequently in going about in 
villakes and country places, and in 
streets and families in which 
animals are kept, I see animals 
kept as pets (companions) and those 


» !used for work and observe the way 


they are treated. There {is much 
that is in accordance with the work 
of the Hong Kong Soclety for tha 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
Let me discuss this aubject. 
Talking of Hong Kong, there ard 
few who rear animals as companions 
except a few non-Chinese and a 
few Chinese hunters, 90 per cent 
of those who keep them do it for 
profit or for their labour, Animals 
such as dogs, cats, elephants, fer- 
rets, rabbita, small , birds, white 
mice, squirrels, calves, colts, and 
canaries and falcons are sometimes 
kept as pets. The firat domestic 
animals were dogs, really because 


.| this, aninial had a very sharp senso 


of.smell, and was persevering in 
driving away wild animals, and 
faithful In protecting its master. 


| Really it was a very good assistant 


‘for protecting ancient nomads and 
their cattle. Man’s being blo to 
Tear cattle and sheep and find 
pasture and so advance in civillsa- 
tion was’ greatly owing to the pro- 
tecting power of this animal. 
Therefore hunters and those who 
liked.rearing dogs did not mind 
paying high prices ‘and procuring 
them from great distances. Friends 
presented them to one another, and 
good doga were regarded as valuable 
gifts. So there was good reason 
for dogs being loved and provid 


by men. . 
* Cats an Obsession. | 

As to cats they too are regarded 
as companions by the owners, a cer- 
tain poet's lova to cats became an 
obsession, ‘if the cats were away for 
8 short time she could not write, 
and nothing was right. Cats being 
loved by man was also not without 
Teasou.

~ Again, ‘as to the dogs and cats 
kept’ in towns people are crue] to 
the majority of them, or treat them 
cavallerly, servants and: children 
often iltreat them as they please, 
kicking or beating them; thia ia one 
method of illtreatment. 

The food they get is not arranged 


for, they get cold remnants from ~ 


the tables, and often water is not 
ready. for them; even if it is, thelr 
uténgils are not kept clean, so they 
cannot’ be comfortable, nor keep 
proper times. If they are hungry 
and steal they are chased and 
beaten, If they hunger and . ara 
not strong they are said to neglect 
thelr rat-catching and doorkeeping 
and are cruelly beaten. They havo 
no place of reat. In winter they 
are not warm, and in summer not 
cool; so they get into bad habita of 
getting down near to the fire or én 
the best clothes and so earn tha 
displeasure of thelr masters, and do 
not know the reason of their dis 
pleasure which is really due to the 
masters neglect, of them.s ~ 

Sometimes thelr whole body ia 
wet, or splashed with limo (wash 
ing) this is because thelr mastera 
are not careful, As for washing 
them, that need not be mentioned. 
This is one method of neglect. 

Wandering Cate. 

Wandering cats are frequently 
seen In the markets and street 
gutters, and people do not take 
them to. protect and feed them, 80 
that they die of hunger in the 
roads. 


Again when they ara. sick the 


owners .do not “treat them, many 


may be seen everywhere with their 
hair off and thelr skin.visible and 
they are left alone until they die; 
this negligence is the same as 
cruelty, 

Again fowls and docks kept in 
houses, do not have their cages 
clean, and they have no clean water 
to drink, they “are not covered up 
at night to protect them from cold. 
This is further neglect. - 

Cows and horses In the country, 


are overworked, and when the ‘sun - 


{a down and they go home, the 
peasant boys thinking them lazy 
and slow, beat them. The cows 
stalls and goats sheds are-dark and 
dirty so that one cannot go near 


them, fifes and insects disturb the 


animals, and they have no peace. 

_ Pigstyes also’ are not supplied 
with.tlean water for piga to wash 
themsolves in. So it may be seen 
that neither in villages nor In towns 
can the animals be said to be well 
cared for. Few of the people lova 
the animals and few animals may 


be sald not to experience neglect ” 


and bad treatment. 

_ Proper Ford at Proper, Times. 

Now animals ought nf - to be 
‘eruelly ‘treated; this is clear. They 
ought to have proper food and to ba 
ted at proper times, they should be 
given clear. water to drink, their 
utensils should be kept clean, their 
abodes (kennels tc.) ‘should be 
warm and dry, and clean and well 
ventilated. This would not only be 
a protection to the animals, but it 
would be protection for thelr 
owners against disease. 

For instance, an unclean cat may 
have throat - or lung trouble and 
communicate {t.to children, so that 
owners for their own sake, as well 
as.for the peace of. the animals, 
ought. to take care. One method of 
keeping their quarters clean js to 
wash them with a creplin mixture 
(eight spoonsful. to'a. gallon. of 
water) and so prevent, the breeding 
of insects and files. 

Fowl’s houses should be on solid 
(hard) ground, or rats may easily 
enter. 

-.In rearing rabbits, the ‘bucks 
should be kept apart, if not they 


will fight, and when young ones are. 


born the does should be separated 
with them, lest the bucks eat them. 
ot A ‘Dog's Kennel.’ 

If a dog is kept his kennel should . 
be placed in a dry place and should 
be. ventilated.’ Facing south, , fs 
best. There should be narrow 
windows, one’ ‘on ench side to let 
air through, but draughts should bs 
avoided.’ One meals day of beef 
fs aufficlent for a -fullgrown dog, 
but young ones may have two or 
“threo meals a day. If the dog.must 
be chained,’ a long.chain should be 
used;eo-that he may be-able to walk 
about; he should have clean’ water 
for: drinking. The kennel . should’ 
be’ frequently ” cleaned, . and when, 
‘washed should .be ‘allowed to: dry: 
‘before the dog goes: in.
